Speech About Christ, World Marks 
Christmas Tree Lighting Ceremony

• MR. DONALD R. Richberg spoke last Wednesday evenit^i^ 
in Usner Lounge, expounding ideas which now class him «s a < 
conservative rather than the active liberal he was in years past 
during his years of association with Franklin D. Roosev^ and 
a half-century of other American libet^. 

“I don’t like national soda}* 
ism because I do not think 
that big government is the so* > 
lu^on. This is what makes *^ 
me a reactionary,” said the attor-~^' 
ney as he was talking of the defi- 
nite need for Individualism In this 
country. 

"You cannot borrow youneU < 
Into prosperity. You . must 
your debts," he said. “ 

Much of the speech was devM* 
ed to experience he has had In 
the last few years, both in teach* 
ing and in practicing constitn* 
tional law. With many lawyers 
and law students in the audienca 
Mr. Richberg stressed with' great 
emphasis the fact that, “Ce^* 
tutlonal law is not, by any means, . 
a static thing.” 

After the speech, Mr. Richberg 
asked for questions. During this

A.F. Program 
Gives Officers 
Sfudy Chance 

• THE GEORGE WASHINGTON 
University announced last week 
the establishment of a new cur- 
riculum V Military Economics 
and Politics for Air Force officers. 
The program, which lasts three 
semesters, leads to the degree of 
Master of Arts in Government. 

The Air Force has within the 
past two years set up the desig- 
nation ‘Target Officer,** and this 
pro^am, the first of its kind, will 
train officers so designated in the 
economic and political aspects of 
strategic target analysis. Dr. Don- 
ald S. Watson, Professor of Eco- 
nomics at the University, has been 
named coordinator of the Pro- 
gram. 

Standard Courses 
■-The officers take certain stand- 
ard university courses in eco- 
nomics, statistics, government and 
history; but the major portion of 
their training is in courses espe- 
cially set up for them, such as 
"Economic War Potential of the 
Soviet Bloc,” 'Industrial Econom- 
ics,” 'Target Analysis," Operation 
Analysis," and "Military Econom- 
ics." The officers will stu^ the 
operation of an industrial system, 
the strengths and weaknesses of 
political systems and the utiliza- 
tion of economic resources. 

Watson Talks ^ 

"The University was selected to 
administer this ffirogram because 
of the experience of some of its 
faculty members in confidential 
research,” said Dr. Watson, "and 
also because it is able to secure 
as instructors technicians and ex- 
perts fit the Government and in 
private organizations such as 
Rand Corporation, a large re- 
search firm engaged in confiden- 
tial research lor the Air Force. 
We have been very fortunate in 
the actlye Interest and coopera- 
tion we have received from Dr. 
J. D. Coker, who is Head of the 
Development Branch of the Tar- 
r gets Division in the Directorate of 
Intelligence of the Air Force.” 

The first group of 19 officers 
selected by the Air Force to re- 
ceive this specialized training be- 
gan their work with the current 
fall term, and will complete the 
program in one calendar year. ‘1 
expect," said Dr. Watson, "that 
a new group will begin studies 
under the program next June.”

Opens for Research 

• FACTLITIES FOR BASIC research In arthritis were made 
available for the first time at the University, when a new 
Arthritis Research Laboratory was opened MondaV, Novem- 
ber 22. 

Informal opening exercises were held from 5 to 7 p.m. in 
the Laboratory, which is lo- 
cated at the University Hospi- 
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time he emphasized the need for 
as much decentralization as pos- 
sible.
